per cent and Nickel 25 per cent) Rules, 1993. 
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(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

(2) Standard weight and remedy allowed—The standard weight of the coin 
of Five Rupees coined under the provisions of section 6 of the Coinage Act, 1906 
(3 of 1906), and the remedy allowed in the making of such coin shall be as speci¬ 
fied in the Table below:—
